TRY NEW SYSTEM.

Arrangements Made for Italian and
American Teachers top Exchange,

NEW YORK, Sept, 5—Dr. 8. Kens
nard of Tarrytown returned yesterday

from Italy, He said that armngementa

for the exchange of university profes-
sors between that country and the Unit*
e Stutes on the same lines as the ays-
tem now in faree between Americs and
Germany, but on a larger scale, had
been completed,

Through the efforts of Dr, Kennard,
who represented the interests of sever-
al American universities, notably the
University of Chicago and the University
of Pennsylvania, the King of Italy be-
came interested in the movement. He
issued a decree calling attention to the
importance of the movement from a
national standpoint. The decree called
upon the people of Italy to work with
Dr. Kennard toward the desired end.
As & result the Italian Americap edu-
eationnl Alliance is now established on
a firm basis,

The whole comntry exhibited the keen-
est appreciation of the walue of the
allianes,” said Dr. Kennard vesterday.
